Dr.  Hoskisson  explained  that 
milk  is  pasteurized  at  a temp- 
erature of  161  degrees  Fahren- 
heit for  16  seconds. 

"IT  ONLY  TAKES  five  min- 
utes to  pipe  the  milk  from  the 
triick  through  the  pasteurizer 
and  homogenizer  and  into  the 
bottles,”  Dr.  Hoskisson  said. 

Bottled  milk  and  ice  cream 
are  the  main  products  manufac- 
tured at  the  creamery  but  cheese 
is  also  made  when  a class  is 
taught  in  cheese  manufacturing. 

"The  creamery  supplies  all  the 
cafeterias  on  campus  with  milk 
and  ice  cream.  The  products  are 
also  sold  to  the  BYU  faculty, 
staff  and  students,”  Hoskisson 
stated. 

He  said  the  milk  is  never 
touched  by  human  hands  and  the 
creamery  is  inspected  every 
month  by  the  Provo  City  and 
the  Utah  County  Health  Depart- 
ments. 

THE  CREAMERY  is  under 
the  management  of  Maurice 
Miller. 

“Mr.  Miller  looks  after  the  af- 
fairs at  the  creamery  where  all 
the  equipment  used  in  proces- 
sing the  milk  and  maufacturing 
the  other  dairy  products  is  the 
most  modern  equipment  there 
is  to  have.”  Dr.  Hoskisson  said. 

The  creamery  is  located  west 
of  the  Snell  Industrial  Build- 
ing. 


Provo  voters  abolish 
manager  government 


The  citizens  of  Provo  Tues- 
day voted  to  repeal  the  city 
manager  form  of  government. 

A record  number  of  voters 
turned  out  to  the  poles  to  vote 
on  the  controversial  question 
of  repealing  the  city  manager 
form  of  government  in  favor 
of  the  commission  type. 

THE  FINAL  tabulations 
showed  4,918  voted  yes  to  re- 
peal the  home  rule  charter 
which  was  adopted  by  the  cit- 
izens of  Provo  in  1955.  The 
number  voting  no  was  3,768. 

A new  election  will  be  held 
in  December  to  select  a mayor, 
two  commissioners  and  an  aud- 
itor who  will  form  the  new  gov- 
erning body  ofthe  city  of 
Provo. 

Three  men  were  elected  to 
serve  Provo  as  councilmen. 
They  were  Dr.  Sanford  M.  Bing- 
ham, with  4.979  votes,  Arthur 


R.  Morin,  4,754  and  Ronald  O. 
Boulter,  4,314. 

THEIR  TENURE  of  office 
will  be  limited  to  the  period 
beginning  Nov.  21  through  Dec. 
31.  On  Jan.  1,  1962,  the  present 
form  of  government  will  be- 
come void  as  the  newly  elected 
government,  voted  upon  in  the 
December  election,  will  replace 
it. 

The  majority  of  the  citizens 
of  the  northeast  section  of 
Provo  voted  to  sustain  the  city- 
manager  form.  The  west  and 
south  sections  voting  indicated 
a strong  repeal  movement. 

In  the  elections  for  council- 
men,  present  Mayor,  Dr.  Lloyd 
Cullimore,  was  ranked  fourth 
with  3,982  votes,  John  H. 
Smeath  was  fifth  with  3,907 
and  BYU  Prof.  Henry  J.  Nich- 
oles sixth  with  3,373  votes.

Mr.  Anda,  an  internationally 
known  concert  pianist,  has  per- 
formed with  major  orchestras 
across  the  United  States  and 
around  the  world,  said  Mr. 
Butterworth. 

Critiques  about  this  Hungar- 
ian-born virtuoso  acclaim  him 
as  a “star  of  the  first  magni- 
tude, a first-class  virtuoso  and 
a pianist  of  world  class,”  add- 
ed Mr.  Butterworth. 

MR.  ANDA’S  BIRTHDAY  on 
Nov.  19  marks  the  40th  year 
since  his  birth  in  Budapest  to 
a schoolmaster  father  who  play- 
ed the  violin  for  a hobby  and  a 
mother  who  was  an  amateur 
pianist,  continued  Mr.  Butter- 
worth. 

Anda  gave  his  first  recital 
when  8 years  old.  In  spite  of  his 
parents  desires  for  him  to  be- 
come a schoolteacher,  Mr.  An- 
da continued  to  be  increasing- 
ly absorbed  in  musical  studies 
while  training  to  be  a teacher 
of  elementary  education,  said 
Mr.  Butterworth. 

Mr.  Anda  entered  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Music  when  13 
years  old.  At  the  age  of  19, 
following  six  years  of  study  at 
the  academy  in  Budapest,  Mr. 
Anda  demonstrated  his  key- 
board artistry  by  winning  the 
Franz  Liszt  Prize  awarded  on 
a competitive  basis  every  three 
years  to  the  best  young  pianist 
in  Hungary,  said  Mr.  Butter- 
worth. 

The  young  pianist  escaped  to 
Switzerland  from  wartime  Ber-*

Mark  Anderson,  Sr.,  in  his  in- 
terview with  this  reporter, 
named  the  areas  of  city  manag- 
ership which  he  considered  the 
most  injurious  to  good  city  gov- 
ernment. 


He  began  by  saying  the  con- 
cept of  an  appointed  city  manag-

er  rather  than  a directly  elected 
official  to  handle  the  peoples’  af- 
fairs violated  the  basic  princi- 
ples of  democracy. 

HE  CONTINUED,  “even 
though  seven  counciimen  are 
elected  by  the  people  in  that 
system  the  fact  does  not  change 
the  more  significant  one  that 
the  man  who  handles  the  busi- 
ness of  the  city  is  appointed,  not 
elected.” 

The  second  area  of  danger, 
Mr.  Anderson  suggested,  con- 
cerned money  and  in  his  view 
the  misuse  of  it. 

“The  greatest  source  of  reve- 
nue to  a city  operating  in  the 
manner  which  Provo  does  is 
taxes  and  fees;  the  second  im- 
portant source  is  moneys  collect- 
ed from  the  utilities,”  he  said. 

“REGARDING  THE  first 
source,  the  present  city  manager 
announced  and  publicized  a tax 
levy  decrease  of  1.5  mills  claim- 
ing a large  savings  to  Provo  tax- 
payers,” Mr.  Anderson  contin- 
ued. 

In  the  same  report  a ii-cent 
sales  tax  increase  is  announced 
but  this  of  course  is  hardly 
stressed,  said  Mr.  Anderson. 

THE  DISPUTE  involving  the 
utilities  is  a deep-rooted  one  and 
involves  a degree  of  technical 
complexity.  The.  main  lump  of 
the  controversy,  however,  re- 
volves around  the  fear  of  the 
Repealists  that  since  the  utili- 
ties’ money  is  under  direct  con- 
trol of  the  city  manager  more 
money  could  be  taken  from  the 
funds.

to  Georgia  after  graduation 
where  he  became  city  editor  of 
the  Gainesville  Daily  Times,  Mr.

Mr.  Hale  began  writing  a daily 
column  while  in  Georgia.  He 
has  been  writing  his  column  in 
the  Deseret  News  for  about  10 
months  of  the  year  and  a half 
he  has  been  on  the  staff,  Mr.
